In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell the lot(s) 
securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or 
public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer.

Dr. Joanne C. Dauer was born in DuBois, Pennsylvania and attended Penn State University where she earned undergraduate and graduate 
degrees in nursing. After working as a surgical nurse in Miami she received her training as a critical care nurse at Mt. Sinai Medical Center 
at Miami Beach. She was certified by the American Association of Critical Care Nurses from 1986-1995 and worked as a surgical intensive 
care nurse in the post-operative cardiovascular intensive care unit. 


She was associate administrator of Florida Medical Center, a 459 bed hospital in Ft. Lauderdale from 1982-1993 and currently serves as 
executive director of Florida Medical Services. She earned her Doctorate of Nurse Practice degree at the University of Miami in December, 
2013. Joanne is currently a faculty member at the University of Miami School of Nursing and Health Studies and teaches nursing students 
in the clinical simulation laboratory. 


Dr. Edward Dauer attended the University of Miami in Coral Gables, Florida and earned an undergraduate degree in electrical engineering, 
a graduate degree in biomedical engineering, and a M.D. degree from the School of Medicine. 
He is board certified in diagnostic radiology and has served as director of radiology at Florida Medical Center since 1979. 


In 1988, he was appointed a member of the Florida State Board of Medicine by the governor and confirmed by the senate. During his eleven 
years on the board, he served two terms as chairman. The Board of Medicine licenses physicians to practice medicine, disciplines physicians 
when there is a violation of the state statutes, and writes the rules governing the practice of medicine. 


Dr. Dauer has been a member of the University of Miami Board of Trustees since 1996 and is also a full-time faculty member with the 
title of research associate professor of biomedical engineering, radiology, and family medicine. He is the director of the scanning electron 
microscope laboratory and specializes in tissue engineering and artificial internal organs. He teaches and is a researcher in electron 
microscopy, radiation biology, radiation physics, and physiology. 


He recently served as one of the fifteen scientists on a committee from the National Academies of Science, Engineering, and Medicine 
studying the safety of millimeter wave scanners currently in use by the TSA at over 150 airports in the United States and co-authored the 
findings which were published in January 2018. 


Drs. Joanne and Edward Dauer have spent a lifetime collecting U.S. and British Commonwealth banknotes. Their collection of Australian 
banknotes is one of the most complete compilation of government issued notes ever offered for sale and represents over 35 years of seeking 
the highest quality rarities and varieties. They hope this will be an opportunity to allow other collectors to treasure and enjoy these beautiful 
and historical notes. 





Top Shelf Collection from Down Under 


Modern Australia’s monetary history began with the British Empire exploration of the continent in the late 18th century. Two centuries of difficult 
colonization followed before the Commonwealth of Australia was founded in 1901. The small economy of early colonial Australia was supported by 
coinage produced in Europe. However, a series of gold rushes starting in 1851 necessitated the Australian production of coins and currency. Dozens 
of private banks printed notes valued on the British Pound in the late 19th century. 


In 1901, the Australian states federated to create the Commonwealth of Australia. Australians grew increasingly wary of British Imperial interests in 
the colony, and the rapid development of Australia’s infrastructure, manufacturing, and mining made the continent somewhat self-sufficient. Though 
Australia was not totally autonomous until the Second World War, the federation was Australias largest step in the path to self-determination. The 
new Australian Parliament acted quickly in nationalizing the monetary system. Private notes were immediately overstamped in preparation for a 

new currency, and the Bank Notes Tax Act was passed by 1910. The law imposed a 10% tax on all private notes, effectively halting their production. 
In conjunction with the Banks Notes Tax Act was the introduction of the Australian Pound. It consisted of 20 shillings, each of which consisted of 12 
pence. It was fixed in value with the Pound Sterling and on the gold standard. It was not until 1913 that Australia introduced a full series of banknotes 
under the new Australian Pound. 


The Australian Pound’s waxing years were characterized by heavy volatility and dependency on the Pound Sterling. Australia abandoned the 

gold standard during the Great Depression, which led to a series of pegs against the Pound Sterling to maintain stability. In the early 1960s, the 
Commonwealth Government explored the prospects of a simpler decimalized monetary system. On February 14, 1966, the Australian Pound was 
replaced by the decimalized Australian Dollar. Domestic instability and the oil crisis forced the introduction of larger denomination of $50 and 
$100 notes in 1974 and 1984. By the 1990s, Australia, under Prime Minister Paul Keating, floated the dollar and allowed foreign involvement in the 
Australian domestic market. The dollar surged and is now one of the most actively traded currencies in the world. 


Australian currency and banknote design is noted for its modernity. Australia’s move to a decimalized system predated the Pound Sterling's by half 
of a decade. In 1996, Australia became the first country to move all currency to a plastic polymer construction. The advanced notes were an entirely 
Australian development and remain a great source of national pride. 


Heritage is pleased to offer the greatest private collection of Australian paper money ever assembled, The Drs. Joanne and Edward Dauer Collection 
of Australian Banknotes. With the exception of a few readily available modern polymer notes, the collection is a complete registry of Australian notes 
in private hands from the 1910 nationalization of currency onward. Both in terms of quality and completeness, the collection on offer exceeds even 
the Australian Governments collection. 


Leading the collection and unquestionably the 
“holy grail” of Australian currency is a 1913 

10 Shillings Serial Number 86 Presentation 
Note, complete with a period letter from the 
treasury confirming the note’s purchase by 

G.H. Wise, Esquire. Serial numbers M000006 
through M00500 were reserved for purchase by 
members of parliament. The 1913 10 shilling 
note was the first 10 shilling denomination 
issued anywhere in the world and is seldom seen 
for public sale. Incredibly, the collection features 
two of them. Serial number M000089 was 
another presentation note and is also in almost 
uncirculated condition. 











The £20 note was in production from 1914 to 1938 and is exceedingly rare in any condition. In 1918, £20 was roughly equivalent to a month’s salary 
for the average worker. Just 15 examples of the 1918 (65a) £20 note are known to survive. The specimen in the collection is one of the finest and 

is presented in about uncirculated condition. A first issue 1914 £20 note is also one of the most desirable pieces of the collection. While a healthy 
421,500 were printed, most were destroyed, and the few remaining are often severely worn. 


- Most likely the rarest note in the collection is a 1914 £50 (67a) 
note. Only two are known to exist, with this example in extremely 
fine condition. It was the first of many Australian notes to feature 
the Merino sheep, the backbone of Australia’s substantial wool 
industry. Another early variant of the £50 note is an auction 
highlight. The 1918 (67b) note in the collection is one of four or 
five thought to exist. 


A pair of Great War emergency notes highlight the wartime 
offerings. A 1914 £1 emergency issue is the finest of 40 known 
survivors. The note is presented in almost uncirculated condition. 
An unmissable 1914 Rainbow note from the collection is in 
extremely fine condition. Emergency issue notes from the First 
World War were hastily prepared and saw limited circulation. 
Many were printed from old printing plates with multi-colored 
ink, earning them the “Rainbow note” moniker. They proved to 
be easy to counterfeit and were quickly withdrawn and destroyed. 





The £100 note was a bill that was seldom seen during the interwar years. Most were produced between 1924 and 1934 and remained in circulation 
until the decimalization in 1966. Survivors in higher grades are few and far between. The collection includes one of the most revered £100 notes in 
private hands. Just nine 1924 (69a) examples are known to exist, with the example on offer in VF-EF condition. Another rare 1924 (69b) variety is on 
offer. Just 14 of this variety are known, and the VF example on offer was once a cornerstone piece of the Amon G. Carter Collection. 


The Drs. Joanne and Edward Dauer Collection of Australian Banknotes is unequaled in terms of rarity and completeness. As with the Dauer’s 
collections of United States Paper Money, completing a collection like this requires many of the marquee items offered here. Between the items 
permanently impounded in government collections and those being held in collections spread across the globe, equaling this achievement in a 
lifetime, even with unlimited funds, would prove incredibly difficult, if not impossible. In terms of its historic importance, few items tell a story of 
Australias independence and history in such an aesthetic and illustrative manner.

One of the classic World War II emergency notes with this being a full example with a serial number. Fanning Island is located 1,000 miles south of Hawaii and 
was the relay station between North America and Australia. The year 1942 saw American troops first stationed there and that produced a shortage of currency. 
Manager R.G. Garrett of Fanning Island Plantations had these notes printed in Hawaii. The notes were eventually withdrawn in 1945 with the conclusion of the 
war. While almost all notes were redeemed, withdrawn, halved, and recycled into movie tickets, and then once again used as emergency notes, full notes are 
notoriously difficult to acquire. There are only 11 serial numbers reported in World War II Remembered and we have offered in addition a few more full exam- 
ples over the years.

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27759 German New Guinea Treasury 5 Marks 14.10.1914 Pick la.

German New Guinea was invaded by Australian forces at the beginning of World War I. The only significant engagement took place on September 11, 1914 near 
Rabaul, as the Germans and their native forces were defeated by the Australians. This led to the surrender of all of the German forces ten days later. Next, a need 
quickly developed for a circulating currency. These provisional notes were issued at Rabaul and circulated for only the final two months of 1914 before being 
recalled and exchanged for the Australian Pound. This is not only a great Australian note, but it is also a great world note. It grades PMG Very Fine 20 Net with a 
skillful restoration and minor splits.
